The  bale  [rope  you]  wrote  for  in  yours  of  the  27 lh.  was  se  [nt.]  on  two  [country 
boats  &  the  injvoice  comes  herewith  [     .     .     .     ]  shall  be  sent  the  first  opportunity. 

We  can  by  no  means  consent  to  y°.  request  of  yr.  late  arrack  farmers  &  therefore 
direct  that  you  recover  the  rent  remaining  due  from  them. 
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Send  up  all  the  torn  &  turned  out  Cloth  you  have  of  Andiapas  lying  on  hand  the 
Nassau  will  come  down  the  middle  of  next  weak.

William  Hutchinson  whom  we  have  laden  for 
account  of  our  Honourable  Masters  one  thousand  one  hundred  &  fifty  eight  bales 
which  with  her  redwood  &  Salt  Petre  amts.  as  <$*•  calculate  of  her  tonnage  inclosed  to 
345  Tons  you  must  add  the  remainder  being  tons  135. 

We  have  put  on  board  a  Quantity  of  Salt  Petre  &  pepper  which  is  not  a  part 
of  her  Charterparty  [tonnage]  the  bill  of  lading  for  these  Goods  is  separate  [sicl 
but  [comes]  inclosed  with  the  other  for  the  rest  of  her  cargo  if  when  [  .  ,  ,  "j 
eomp  [  .  .  .  ]  tonnage  the  Captain  will  request  for  any  more  bales  at  half 
freight  you  may  let  him  have  them  provided  there  is  room  in  the  hold. 

You  must  take  care  to  send  proper  persons  on  board  to  see  that  her  compliment 
of  Men  Guns  &  other  AVarlike  stores  are  agreable  to  Charterparty  you  must  demand 
the  Captains  register  of  Goods  to  send  home  herewith  we  send  you  copy  of  this  Ships 
Charter  Party. 

You  will  receive  the  two  sets  of  scales  &  weights  lately  wrote  for  by  the  Nassau. 

Mr.  Turin  must  come  up  by  the  first  good  opportunity  to  be  employ'd  in  our 
Hospital.

Worshipeull  Sir  &  Sirs 

The  2d.  October  we  dispatch'd  the  Madrass  Galley  to  your  Portwth.  whit 
Wares  &  Stores  we  judged  you  might  be  most  in  want  of  and  promised  t:>  give  full 
answers  by  the  George  to  your  several  Letters  which  we  now  come  to  do  under  the 
usual  Heads. 

Pirst  Concerning  Shipping 

The  George  arrived  here  the  27 Ih.  of  August  the  Madrass  Galley  the  22d. 
February  and  the  Nassau  9th.  of  December  by  which  conveyances  we  have  received 
your  Letters  of  the  6th.  July  &  30th.  Deo*.  1734  &  25th.  August  1735. 

Since  you  represent  the  Galley  to  have  been  Particularly  serviceable  in  bring- 
ing Pepper  from  Laye  &  Manna  we  approve  of  your  keeping  her  on  the  Coast  but  it 
must  be  a  Stands.  Eule  with  you  not  to  detain  them  any  further  than  they  are  abso- 
lutely necessary  because  the  worm  is  very  prejudicial  to  their  Bottoms  &  the  weather 
on  your  coast  damages  their  Sails  &  Bigging  very  much  besides  the  expence  of  wages, 
our  honble  Masters  have  often  complained  of  the  Charge  their  Yessells  put  them  to 
&  we  can  find  out  no  better  expedient  to  give  them  satisfaction  than  to  keep  them 
constantly  employ'd  in  their  service  by  which  means  they  will  be  earning  &  occasion 
the  accots.  of  them  to  be  more  pleasing. 

If  therefore  the  George  whom  we  now  send  to  you  should  be  wanted  for 
Manna  we  give  you  leave  to  keep  her  but  you  must  not  fail  to  return  her  to  us  in  June 
or  July  next. 

But  with  respect  to  Laye  you  may  employ  your  [Sloop  in]  the  early  season  to 
bring  the  Pepper  from  thence  and  [  .  .  ,  ■  1  rains  in  that  Country  after  the  arrival 
the  ship  from  [  .  .  .  ]  would  [  .  .  .  J  call  for  and  take  in  when  she  returns 
[...]- 

AVe  should  have  been  glad  to  have  found  the  other  Sloop  compleated  which  you 
say  remains  unfinish'd  for  want  of  Plank,  we  gave  you  our  reasons  why  it  was 
impracticable  to  send  you  any  more  on  the  Galley  but  by  this  ship  you  will  have 
sufficient  for  the  Purpose  and  we  recommend  to  you  to  set  her  afloat  as  soon  as  possible 
that  the  hiring  of  Vessels  may  be  laid  aside. 
1736—2 
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Our  Honble  Masters  we  are  perswaded  will  be  satisfyed  with  your  reasons  for 
assisting  the  People  belonging  to  the  Dutch  ship  "Wendela  &  supplying  them  with 
what  was  necessary  for  their  6ubsistance  the  several  steps  taken  in  this  affair  we  think 
have  been  done  with  Prudence  especially  the  ascertaining  the  allowance  to  every 
Person  monthly  &  the  sending  speedy  advices  to  Batavia  &  the  Dutch  Settlements. 

The  late  arrival  of  the  Nassau  with  you  prevented  your  dispatching  her  in 
time  to  save  her  Monsoon  on  this  Coast  &  it  is  probable  the  Company  may  this  year 
order  another  ship  in  the  same  manner  we  hope  in  such  Case  she  will  be  earlier  wth. 
you  that  you  may  be  able  to  send  her  away  so  as  to  be  here  in  good  time,  but  as  the 
winds  are  uncertain  &  the  Passage  may  be  tedious  we  would  have  you  give  directions 
to  the  Commander  that  in  case  he  finds  he  is  not  likely  to  be  here  by  the  1st.  Sep- 
tember at  furthest  which  he  will  know  by  the  time  he  has  got  the  length  of  Zeloan, 
that  in  case  he  makes  the  best  of  his  way  to  Bengali  and  there  deliver  the  eargoe 
Consign'd  following  all  such  orders  as  shall  be  given  him  by  the  President  &  Councill 
there  for  his  further  Proceedings. 

The  Invoice  &  bill  of  Lading  must  therefore  be  put  under  a  Seperate  Cover 
directed  to  us  but  in  ease  of  his  going  to  Bengali  to  be  delivered  there  mentioning  on 
the  outside  that  it  contains  the  invoice  &  bill  of  lading. 

The  Charges  of  the  George  &  Galley  being  complained  of  we  directed  a  Com- 
mittee of  our  Board  to  examine  the  same  who  have  declared  in  a  report  [that  they] 
came  to  the  following  resolutions. 

That  in  case  the  George  or  Madrass  Galley  are  detained  at  aDy  time  on  your 
Coast  longer  than  while  they  are  unlading  or  refitting  you  give  the  George  credit 
200  Pagodas  ^  Mensem  and  the  Galley  140  keeping  a  head  of  affreightment  of  Ship 
George  or  Madrass  Galley  which  head  you  must  charge  for  the  said  allowance  &  dis- 
charge for  the  service  performed. 

That  you  keep  a  head  of  ship  George  or  Madrass  Galley  &  debt  the  same  as 
often  as  there  are  any  expences  on  their  Account  &  at  their  departure  pass  the  same  to 
account  Current  Port  S4.  George  sending  us  the  Particulars  in  the  Packet  by  the  ship. 

That  the  allowance  to  the  Galley  be  800  Ps.  instead  of  600  for  each  trip  to 
your  Place  the  other  sum  not  being  sufficient. 

That  the  Freight  of  Private  Goods  be  collected  by  the  Sea  Customer  and  Paid 
in  with  the  Sea  Customs. 

Secondly  Goods  from  Europe  or  Port  St.  George 

"Whenever  any  wares  or  stores  represented  to  be  damaged  either  in  the  Godown 
or  on  board  the  ships  some  of  the  Councill  should  be  appointed  to  inspect  and  report 
the  same  to  the  Board,  this  we  find  was  omitted  in  relation  to  some  Long  Cloth  sent 
<$■  Ship  George  though  we  observe  an  order  made  for  the  sale  on  that  account  but  the 
Particulars  of  the  Sale  are  not  enter'd  on  your  Consultations  which  you  must  take 
Care  to  do  in  future. 

"We  would  have  you  always  keep  a  Quantity  of  white  Long  Cloth  at  Moeo 
Moco  for  the  Payment  of  what  Pepper  is  brought  to  the  scale  there  and  to  send  on 
the  ship  that  is  to  take  on  board  the  pepper  at  the  Quailos  of  Bentall  Triamong  & 
Ippue  some  Bales  extraordinary  which  if  not  made  use  of  may  be  easily  landed  again 
on  the  Ships  return  to  Marlbrough,  it  is  not  only  just  but  decent  that  the  Planters 
should  be  paid  according  to  agreement  and  have  no  Occasion  to  complain  of  the 
Companys  failing  on  their  part  in  the  agreement  made  between  them  the  Sultan 
Complains  [of  Mr.  Gee]  in  this  [respect]  but  as  he  is  now  dead  and  th[eir]  has 
[been  an]  enquiry  made  into  that  Part  of  his  Behaviour  we  cannot  tell  how 
justly  the  accusation  may  be,  however  we  hope  to  hear  of  no  such  Transactions  here- 
after &  expect  you  will  see  our  orders  fully  put  in  Execution  in  this  respect,  in  which 
we  cannot  admitt  of  any  excuse  nor  will  we  pass  it  by  in  any  resident  of  Moco  Moco  as 
such  Proceedings  tend  to  destroy  all  confidence  in  the  Company  &  may  in  the  End 
prove  most  fatall  to  their  Interest  since  with  what  face  of  Justice  can  it  be  demandd. 
of  the  Natives  to  comply  with  their  agreements  if  the  agents  of  the  Company  are  the 
first  to  violate  their  engagements. 
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We  have  consider'd  the  several  ParPhB.  of  your  Letters  and  Consultations 
relating  to  the  stores  under  the  Charge  of  Mr.  Lennox  together  with  the  Eeport  he  made 
to  your  Board  concerning  them  in  which  we  find  a  deficiency  of  Sundrys  amount*, 
to  $  1387.  2.  98  &  an  over  plus  of  $  1504.  8  and  as  we  are  ready  to  beleive  the 
reasons  he  therein  assigns  are  just  &  that  no  Embezzlement  has  been  made  we  have 
thought  fit  to  discharge  him  of  the  same  we  conceive  these  irregularitys  and  confu- 
sion in  the  acco'.  of  the  Stores  have  happend  partly  from  the  different  Persons  who 
have  acted  under  him  in  the  delivery  of  the  stores  and  sometimes  unacquainted  with 
the  names  of  them  and  also  the  not  writing  of  yearly  what  are  decayed  by  rust  Loss 
of  weight  delivery  of  Gunner  &  Armoury  Stores  for  the  Service  of  the  Garrison  & 
such  like  but  more  particularly  the  not  comparing  the  account  Eemains  with  the 
General  Books  every  year  on  the  ballance  which  if  done  with  care  &  exactness  would 
set  every  article  right  &  be  a  true  standard  to  adjust  all  accounts  by.  This  we 
expect  will  be  a  method  you  will  put  in  practice  in  future  in  the  several  Employ's 
which  will  be  a  security  to  your  selves  as  well  as  the  Company. 

The  Stores  received  by  the  Nassau  consisting  of  many  Particulars  is  the 
reason  you  say  they  could  not  be  throughly  examind,  and  therefore  you  Could  not 
advice  the  outturn  this  may  be  attended  sometimes  with  ill  consequences  &  therefore 
must  not  be  done  in  future  since  the  Company  expect  &  require  every  Commander  to 
be  answerable  for  his  Bill  of  Lading  &  if  he  is  not  Present  at  the  examination  he 
may  with  reason  object  to  the  complying  with  it  but  that  is  not  all  he  is  obliged  to 
pay  the  difference  at  his  consigned  Port  before  he  leaves  it. 

We  have  received  the  Silver  &  Pepper  by  the  Nassau  which  camp  out  right 
and  we  now  send  you  by  this  Ship  George  twenty  bales  of  Long  Cloth  &  the  Stores 
which  the  Galley  Cou'd  not  take  in  to  Compleat  your  Indent. 

There  was  put  ashore  out  of  the  Nassau  at  your  Place  by  mistake  a  cask  of 
hand  saws  which  must  be  sent  hither  by  the  first  opportunity. 

Thirdly  Investment. 
Fourthly  Country  Government. 

We  read  with  great  Pleasure  that  the  Produce  of  the  Country  was  so  con- 
siderable as  to  enable  you  to  send  home  so  large  a  Quantity  on  the  Lyell  &  that  the 
Cumberland  will  have  a  full  Lading  besides  the  120  Tons  sent  us  by  the  Nassau  we 
observe  the  increase  is  from  a  rack  Soongey  Munko  Baja  &  Manna  but  that  Soongey 
Etams  Country  Produces  little  or  none  occasion'd  as  we  judge  by  the  badness  of  the 
soil  we  therefore  recommend  to  you  to  perswade  as  many  of  that  country  as  possible 
to  go  into  those  Parts  where  they  may  be  serviceable  and  the  soil  likely  to  favour 
their  industry  otherwise  disappointment  Poverty  &  Idleness  with  that  Temper  which 
is  natural  to  M  allay  Men  will  lead  them  to  wickedness  and  very  probably  to  give 
disturbance  to  some  Parts  under  your  Government  and  as  we  are  of  opinion  it  will 
contribute  very  much  to  the  Increase  of  the  Investment  that  you  should  be  well 
acquainted  with  the  Number  of  Plantations  &  their  Condition  we  direct  that  the 
Survey's  of  each  District  be  laid  before  the  Board  on  the  return  of  the  Persons  sent 
on  that  service  &  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  examine  the  same  comparing  it 
with  the  former  one  and  reporting  the  state  of  it  what  improvements  have  been  made 
where  &  who  the  planters  are  that  have  failed  in  their  agreements,  that  such  Persons 
be  thereupon  summon'd  and  examined  &  if  judged  necessary  fined  for  their  neglect 
&  that  proper  Orders  &  Eegulations  be  made  thereon  as  may  be  required  for  the 
improvem'.  of  the  Growth  of  Pepper  &  the  Wellfare  of  the  Country. 

Mr.  Greenslate  our  Pepper  Godownkeeper  has  charged  some  white  Pepper  @ 
$  20  %>  Bahar  which  is  the  Price  the  Company  have  never  before  Paid  therefore  We 
cannot  allow  it  the  difference  of  that  &  the  Companys  stated  Price  must  be  demanded 
of  him  &  we  would  have  you  discourage  the  making  of  white  Pepper  of  the  Malays 
think  of  selling  it  at  a  higher  rate  than  the  other. 

We  would  have  no  advances  of  money  made  to  the  Pangarans  or  head  men  or 
any  others  to  purchase  Pepper  in  the  Country  since  the  Planters  will  thereby  I  e 
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sufferers  in  not  receiving  the  full  produce  of  their  pepper  at  the  Company's  Price  we 
are  glad  to  find  only  one  instance  as  in  Consultation  of  the  8th.  Oct1'.  &  that  you  were 
sensible  of  the  ill  consequences  of  such  advances  in  another  of  the  [lacunae'] 

As  to  the  13J  Bahar  of  Pepper  deficient  at  Moco  Moco  under  Mr.  Gee  we  can 
see  no  reason  to  allow  the  whole  to  be  wrote  off  from  any  matter  he  has  offer'd  in 
y\  behalf  we  have  therefore  agreed  to  allow  the  the  300  lost  in  regarbling  after  it  was 
wet  and  such  an  allowance  for  waste  &  dust  as  has  been  customary  in  your  Pepper 
Godowns  &  that  the  difference  be  paid  the  Company,  do  you  therefore  advise  us  by 
the  first  opportunity  what  you  judge  to  be  an  equitable  allowance  that  we  may 
account  with  his  trustees  having  kept  part  of  the  money  sent  them  by  Certificate  to 
make  good  such  deficiency. 

In  your  next  advise  us  of  the  Condition  of  the  Coffee  Plantation  and  what 
success  is  likely  to  be  expected  in  that  affair. 

"We  are  sorry  to  observe  from  Yr.  Accots.  that  the  Sugar  &  Arrack  Plantation 
continues  so  great  a  Leak  to  our  honble  Masters  Estate  &  that  the  numbers  of  Slaves 
sent  thither  has  no  way's  answerd  the  expectation  you  gave  us  of  its  being  Carried 
on  to  a  better  advantage  to  them  in  your  General  Books  ending  April  1735  we  find 
for  one  year  no  more  than  30  Leagers  of  Arrack  &  no  Sugar  &  Dollars  1811.  3.  82 
the  Neat  [_sic]  Loss  that  Year  but  you  have  omitted  to  give  us  any  reasons  for  this 
great  Loss  which  we  expect  from  you  we  are  fully  convinced  it  must  be  for  their 
Interest  to  drop  this  design  after  all  the  expence  they  have  been  at  but  as  we  now 
give  our  opinion  to  them  in  our  General  Letter  ^  Nassau  we  have  determind  to  wait 
their  answer  in  the  mean  time  we  direct  that  you  put  them  to  as  little  charge  as 
possible  either  in  the  advances  of  money  or  in  the  maintaining  any  extraordinary 
Number  of  Slaves  who  can  be  employed  elsewhere  in  their  service  and  their  Labour 
turn  to  better  account. 

You  did  well  to  send  a  Person  to  the  8  Dusans  to  enquire  into  the  reasons  of 
ye  :  Mallay's  purchase  of  Arms  at  Bencoolen  a  timely  look  out  is  necessary  at  all 
times  amongst  a  People  remarkable  for  treachery  &  whose  submission  &  obedience 
are  not  to  be  depended  on  we  would  have  you  discourage  the  selling  any  arms  to 
them  &  Caution  all  Command178,  of  ships  to  do  the  same  in  regard  to  the  ill 
Consequence  it  may  be  to  the  settlement. 

We  are  very  much  surprized  at  the  behaviour  of  Mr.  Gee  resident  of  Moco  Moco 
in  banishing  the  Sultan  of  Anack  Soongey's  Brother  without  so  much  as  acquainting 
you  with  the  Crime  he  Stood  accused  of  we  suppose  this  was  an  act  immediately 
preeeeding  his  death  but  we  don't  observe  any  notice  taken  of  it  by  you  though  it  is 
a  Part  of  a  Letter  of  Complaint  from  the  Sultan  &  therefore  ought  to  have  been 
taken  into  Consideration  which  we  should  have  been  pleased  with  because  we  beleive 
the  Sultan  would  have  been  satisfyed  with  your  determination  relating  to  his  brother 
however  ill  he  might  take  the  treatment  from  Mr.  Gee  your  being  silent  in  this  affair 
leave  us  in  the  Dark  &  we  must  suppose  you  approved  of  what  had  been  done  or  else 
surely  you  had  interposed  your  Authority  and  recalled  him  however  as  we  esteem  it 
of  the  Greatest  Consequence  to  the  Wellfare  of  that  Part  of  the  Country  that  you 
should  be  on  the  best  terms  with  the  Sultan  and  that  he  be  easy  in  all  respects  we 
direct  that  you  make  a  Particular  examination  into  this  affair  and  give  the  Sultan 
full  satisfaction  herein  since  he  says  it  was  done  Contrary  to  his  inclination  and 
advice  to  Mr.  Gee  and  we  are  apt  to  think  more  by  Arbitrary  Power  than  any  real 
Justice  we  Cannot  leave  this  subject  without  observing  to  you  how  necessary  it  is  to 
keep  a  Constant  vigilant  eye  over  the  Behaviour  of  your  Besidts.  of  Moco  Moco  least 
by  their  ill  Conduct  such  Acts  of  Yiolence  that  Part  of  the  Country  which  is  now 
so  flourishing  should  be  brought  into  Trouble  and  Confusion  we  hope  to  here  of  no 
such  instances  in  future  or  that  you  have  failed  to  shew  a  Proper  resentment  on  such 
occasions. 

As  the  Correspondence  with  the  Sultan  is  generally  carried  on  by  the  Depty. 
Govr.  we  recommend  to  him  that  in  his  Letters  to  him  he  assure  him  of  his  readiness 
to  do  him  justice  in  any  point  in  which  he  may  think  himself  aggreived  &  that  he 
will  be  supported  in  his  rights  &  Priviledges  we  would  have  the  Dep*5'.  Govr.  also 
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frequently  put  him  in  mind  of  encourageing  the  Pepper  Plantations  &  learn  from 
him  what  Progresses  are  made  in  them  &  of  every  thing  that  regards  the  wellfare 
of  the  Country. 

Fifthly  Fortifications  Buildings  Bepairs  and  Bevesues. 

You  omitted  to  send  us  a  Calculate  of  the  Cost  of  the  Godown  built  for  Eice 
nor  is  there  any  one  enterd  upon  your  Consultations  so  that  we  can  make  no  Computa- 
tion of  what  the  Charge  is  to  be,  which  should  always  be  done  before  you  begin  any 
work  of  that  Nature  ;  this  appears  to  us  necessary  but  we  Can  see  no  reason  for 
Building  a  new  arrack  O-odown  as  there  was  one  made  on  purpose  on  the  N.  E. 
Curtain  and  therefore  that  Expence  we  hope  may  be  saved. 

We  find  the  expences  at  Laye  for  Build61,  increases  that  there  is  now  almost 
the  whole  year  some  Person  kept  there,  if  you  esteem  it  necessary  for  the  Company's 
Interest  and  that  the  Charge  is  defrayed  by  a  Greater  increase  of  Pepper  we  can 
have  no  objection  but  if  this  Point  is  not  gained  and  the  sending  for  the  Pepper 
three  or  four  times  a  year  will  answer  the  Purpose  this  expence  might  in  some  measure 
be  lessen'd  which  you  will  consider  of  and  advise  us. 

By  the  several  Beports  on  the  Surveys  of  the  Buildings  at  Moco  Moco  we  find 
they  are  abnost  wholly  decayed  (the  house  especially)  our  honble  Masters  have  this 
year  given  leave  to  Build  a  Convenient  Brick  house  for  the  Besident  and  to  ascertain 
a  sum  for  that  expence,  but  as  there  has  been  any  trial  as  yet  of  making  bricks  & 
Chinam  at  Moco  Moco  we  Cannot  make  any  Computation  of  the  Cost  of  Such  a 
Building,  however  as  the  house  is  absolutely  necessary  to  be  immediately  set  about  we 
would  have  you  employ  such  of  your  People  and  slaves  who  are  used  to  that  work  in 
Preparing  both  Bricks  and  Chinam  for  the  Purpose  and  lay  the  foundation  according 
to  a  Plan  inclosed  &  by  the  next  Conveyance  we  shall  send  you  over  Doors  & 
Window  Frames  Beams  &  Joices  all  of  Teak  ready  squar'd  &  fitted  this  we  have 
resolved  on  in  order  to  hasten  the  building  as  it  Can  be  done  much  quicker  &  Cheaper 
here  &  also  to  make  it  more  lasting  since  all  other  Wood  decays  so  fast  as  it  would  be 
a  constant  expence  to  keep  in  repair  any  building  where  the  Country  wood  is  made 
use  of,  we  intend  the  walls  to  be  all  of  brick  &  tyled  on  the  top  a  Verando  all  round 
to  keep  out  the  sun  &  weather  you  will  observe  the  house  is  to  Consist  of  a  hall  & 
three  rooms  for  the  resident  one  room  and  Closet  for  the  factor  and  the  same  for  the 
Surgeon  &  two  Warehouses  for  the  Companys  Peice  Goods  the  finishing  of  which 
will  we  believe  take  up  your  time  till  there  are  further  orders  relating  to  the  rest  the 
Plan  takes  in  the  whole  of  the  design  except  a  Pepper  Godown  &  Garbling  shed 
which  must  be  built  without  the  Compound  it  not  being  proper  to  do  that  business  with- 
in because  of  the  number  of  People  that  attend  it  &  who  might  take  an  opportunity 
to  surprise  the  Gard  which  at  best  is  but  weak  at  that  Place. 

Sixthly  Companys  Servants  and  Military. 

The  Cloathing  for  the  Soldiers  shou'd  always  be  deliverd  the  Paymaster  by  an 
order  of  Councill  to  the  Warehousekeeper  who  is  to  Pay  the  amount  into  Cash  &  not 
to  enter  the  names  of  the  Centinels  in  the  General  Books,  the  Besident  of  Moco  Moco 
must  likewise  account  with  the  Compy.  for  what  made  use  of  there. 

Your  Charges  of  Garrison  are  enereasd  last  year  $  791.  19  the  number  of 
bugguesses  particularly  are  larger  than  usual  which  we  observe  were  taken  in  on  the 
apprehension  of  some  troubles  but  have  not  been  discharged  ever  since  as  the  Country 
is  now  represented  to  be  in  Peace  we  think  a  much  lesser  Number  would  be  sufficient 
and  therefore  we  would  have  them  reduced  to  40  Centinels  and  the  Arrabs  to  12 
Centinels  except  you  can  employ  some  of  them  in  the  Sloops. 

Lieutenant  Amyand  is  arrived  here  &  appointed  to  the  Post  the  Company 
have  directed. 

Mr.  Bobert  Lennox  being  now  recovered  takes  his  Passage  on  the  George  & 
having  by  private  Letters  been  acquainted  with  Mr.  Everest*  indisposition  which  may 
have  obliged  him  to  have  left  the  Coast  either  for  England  or  this  Place,  if  he  should 
be  absent  when  this  reaches  you  or  be  obliged  on  account  of  his  illness  to  Come  away 
we  appoint  Mr.  Bobert  Lennox  Deputy  Govr.  requiring  all  Persons  to  Obey  him  as 
such. 
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Mr.  Lennox  return",  and  Mr.  Savage  being  come  out  of  England  again  We 
have  thought  fit  to  station  the  Council  in  the  following  manner —

We  return  you  three  of  the  Slaves  who  have  been  employed  under  our 
armourer  carpenter  &  bricklayer  we  also  send  you  eighteen  slaves  as  ^  List  inclosd 
in  the  Packet  the  sums  you  are  to  credit  it  for  them  is  set  against  their  Names.

Since  our  last  we  have  reeived  the  Cloth  sent  us  by  the  Rammah  &  are  sorry  to 
observe  that  almost  the  whole  Quantity  is  sorted  to  N°.  3  and  4  from  which  we  Con- 
clude it  is  a  Resortment  of  what  was  turned  out  before  the  Nassau  was  dispatch'd 
If  this  Quantity  was  kept  back  to  give  a  better  lustre  to  the  Cargo  of  that  ship  it 
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may  for  so  far  answer,  but  sure  we  are  it  will  be  no  Creditt  to  the  Investment  of 
this  Year.  Upon  making  your  last  Contract  only  the  N°.  1  &  2  Salem  was  agreed 
for,  &  great  Care  was  promis'd  that  the  whole  should  prove  a  little  inferior  your 
Merchants  were  promised  it  should  be  taken  into  N°.  3  doubtless  it  was  the  intent  & 
meaning  of  tha  t  Contract  that  the  Major  part  should  be  of  the  two  first  Numbers, 
but  how  much  they  have  faii'd  in  that  Particular  does  evidently  appear  by  the  great 
Quantity  brought  in  to  N°.

Came  duely  to  hand  Containing  excuses  in  answer 
to  our  Complaints  of  the  badness  of  the  Cloth  lately  rec'1.  from  you  &  your  Merchants 
proposals  for  a.  new  Contract  as  to  the  first  it  will  be  needless  to  enter  into  a  further 
discussion  of  that  affair  since  what  is  passed  Cannot  be  recalled  what  we  said  on  that 
subject  in  our  Last  Letter  was  principally  with  intention  to  engage  your  Merchts.  to 
an  amendment  for  we  have  too  great  a  Confidence  in  you  all  and  particularly  your 
Deputy  Governour  to  beleave  you  were  led  to  give  them  greater  Indulgence  than 
were  Consistent  with  the  Company's  Interest  by  any  other  motive  than  a  too  ready 
beleife  of  what  they  were  not  ashamed  to  assert  together  with  Confidence  of  the  hard- 
ships they  met  with  tho  in  reallity  they  had  no  foundation  for  their  Complaints. 

As  to  Andiapas  Cloth  We  desire  that  when  any  of  it  in  future  is  to  be  examin'd 
you  will  think  it  incumbent  on  you  to  be  all  present  at  the  doing  it  &  not  Leave  it  to 
Mr.  Harris  of  whose  judgement  we  have  so  just  reason  to  Complain.

8th.  Aprill.  The  first  desiring  we  would  send  all  the  Porce  we  Could  spare  to  Telli- 
cherry,  reach 'd  the  20th  :  Pebry:  but  as  we  are  at  any  time  not  well  provided  for 
Equipments  it  was  the  27th.  before  we  Could  dispatch  the  Madrass  Galley  &  the 
Jenny  Snow  both  small  Yessells  which  were  all  that  were  then  in  the  Road  the  first 
had  Lieutenant  Ensign  &  thirty  three  men  with  thirty  barrels  of  Powder  on  board 
the  Snow  an  Ensign  &  thirty  three  men  and  the  like  Quantity  of  Powder  this  Last 
Cou'd  not  weather  Ceilone  but  return'd  hither  the  J  9th.  April.  The  Galley  got  no 
higher  up  the  Mallabar  Coast  than  Cochin  where  she  Landed  the  Men  the  Latter  end 
of  April  &  the  Commodore  of  Cochin  had  supplied  Lieutenant  Amyand  with  three 
Munchuas  to  transport  them  to  Tannore  where  the  necessary  Orders  where  Lodg'd 
for  them  by  the  Cheif  &  Council  of  Tellicherry.  The  Gunpowder  the  Galley  had  on 
board  was  put  on  shore  at  Anjengo. 

Mr.  Henry  Lowther  Late  Cheif  of  Suratt  arrived  at  Pondicherry  in  a  french  ship 
the  beginning  of  Last  Month  &  upon  receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  8th.

Eiver  and  this  Year  a  new  Charge  of  Pag3.  6.  12  to  the  Southern  River  men  over  & 
above  the  annuall  allowance  of  Pag8.  10.  24  to  the  River  men  and  Juncanners 
of  Ingeram  River  this  must  be  explain'd  to  us  and  you  must  be  very  Carefull  not  to 
suffer  any  new  Impositions  from  the  Juncanners  because  when  once  submitted  to  they 
ever  after  insist  upon  it  as  Sallabad. 

Your  Account  Presents  amount  to  a  great  Sum  in  the  Year  and  Most  of  your 
Charges  Extraordinary  might  more  properly  be  put  under  the  same  head  both 
together  amount  to  so  Large  a  sum  that  is  to  heavy  upon  the  small  Investm* :  now 
made  at  Ingeram  we  know  very  well  the  Moors  and  Country  Rajahs  and  their  Officers 
are  always  ready  to  ask  where  they  observe  an  ease  in  granting  but  if  you  are  so  often 
obliged  to  give  them  Presents  and  it  Cannot  be  avoided  we  must  Resolve  to  Leave  off 
all  business  there  till  we  can  go  on  with  it  upon  more  reasonable  terms. 

You  have  brought  the  Maddapollam  Stock  into  the  Ingeram  books  in  such  a 
manner  that  it  is  impossible  now  to  know  the  true  Sale  of  it  there  being  nothing  to 
guide  us  in  our  Enquiry's.

"We  do  not  trouble  you  with  a  Copy  thereof  because  this  Gentlemen  tells  us 
he  has  another  Lettr.  from  his  Lordship  directed  to  your  Honr.  &ca.  the  Purport 
whereof  is  doubtless  the  same  as  that  to  us  We  have  heard  Mr.  Kiundell  fully  for  so- 
far  as  he  had  it  in  commission  to  tell  us  Concerning  the  English  Trade  to  the  Turkish 
Ports  in  the  Eed  Sea  &  the  Gulf  of  Persia,  Your  Honr.  &c*.  have  more  Reason  than 
any  of  the  other  Presidencys  in  India  to  Consider  with  attention  on  the  Expensive 
Method  in  which  it  is  Carried  on  at  present  &  the  great  hazard  &  danger  the  Persons 
&  effects  of  the  English  sent  annually  thither  are  exposed  to  &  therefore  if  by  the 
Embassadors  means  any  stipulations  Can  be  obtain'd  of  the  Grand  Signior  for  the 
security  for  our  Trade  to  the  Turkish  Ports  we  are  perswadedit  will  be  very  accept- 
able to  your  Hon1'.  &ca.  and  all  others  Concern'd  in  it  but  when  we  took  into 
Consideration  what  might  be  proper  to  do  on  our  Parts  we  were  of  Opinion  we  had  it 
not  sufficiently  in  our  Power  to  propose  or  Consent  to  any  thing  Certain  without  the 
Participation  &  previous  Consent  of  the  Compy.  We  shall  therefore  this  year  write 
our  Honble  Masters  upon  this  subject  in  the  mean  time  all  that  we  thought  we  might 
say  to  his  Excellency  the  Present  Embr.  at  the  Port  you  will  find  in  our  letter  to  him 
Copy  of  which  we  send  you  Enclos'd  for  the  Rest  as  Mr.  Kiundell's  stay  here  is  but 
short  you  will  have  more  time  to  Consider  of  what  he  has  to  propose  and  what  may 
be  proper  to  be  Concluded  on  hereafter  for  the  mutuall  &  Generall  Benefit  of  the 
English  Trade  in  which  if  any  thing  new  shou'd  occur  to  you,  we  shall  be  glad  you_ 
will  Communicate  it  to  us  and  in  return  we  shall  give  you  our  sentiments  with 
sincerity  and  without  Reserve  being  with  great  truth

Since  our  last  we  have  recd.  yours  of  the  ;id.  and  24th.  of  July,  the  1st.  accom- 
panying your  General  Books  &  Contains  Cheifly  your  Reasons  for  the  Increase  & 
decrease  of  the  several  articles  of  yr.  Charges  for  the  two  last  Years,  we  may  here- 
after give  you  our  sentiments  thereon  if  upon  further  Examination  we  shall  think  it 
necessary  at  present  we  shall  only  tell  you  that  when  any  more  Europeans  come  into 
vour  bounds  we  would  have  you  secure  them  &  take  the  first  oppertunity  to  send  ym. 
up  hither  &  this  method  we  would  have  you  Continue  till  the  Europeans  in  your  Pay 
are  reduc'd  to  the  Number  they  were  fixed  at  before  Sabbana's  Troubles  excepting 
new  Commotions  in  the  Country  should  incline  you  to  suspend  for  a  while  the 
Execution  of  these  Orders  (of  which  you  must  not  fail  to  inform  us)  We  observe  the 
Increase  of  Y1.  Customs  &  your  reason  why  we  are  not  to  Expect  such  encrease 
another  Year,  but  we  Expect  you  will  find  some  means  to  make  Convenieneys  to 
Hawl  the  Country  Vessells  ashore  as  well  as  harbour51,  them  in  the  River  if  there  be 
any  Ground  fit  for  that  Purpose  adjacent  to  the  River  and  wch.  at  present  may  be 
only  Cocoa  nutt  Trees  the  present  possessors  must  be  satisfied  with  a  reasonable 
Consideration  for  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  wanted  for  your  Purpose  since  it  is 
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very  likely  they  have  no  right  but  possession  &  what  perhaps  was  originally  an 
Encroachment  upon  the  Company's  property  let  us  know  the  Quantity  of  Ground 
wanting  and  what  you  think  a  reasonable  Value  for  the  same. 

Since  we  wrote  you  the  3d.  of  last  month  we  have  received  our  Honble  Masters 
further  sentiments  concerning  the  Investment  at  their  Northern  Settlements  they  are 
pleas'd  to  say  that  whenever  their  Goods  are  deficient  in  the  usual  Length  or  breadth 
it  brings  them  in  disreputation,  that  such  defects  very  much  prejudice  the  sale  and 
do  therefore  recommend  it  to  us  to  remeddy  the  same  for  the  time  to  come  as  much  as 
in  us  lies  but  do  also  add  that  the  Goods  must  not  be  refus'd  upon  ace1,  of  those  defi- 
ciency s  we  suppose  it  is  also  Conditionally  that  a  proportionable  abatement  be  made 
in  the  Prices  and  since  your  Last  tells  us  that  the  Dutch  take  in  great  Quantity?  of 
Short  Cloth  if  it  be  really  so  &  the  Merchants  will  Consent  to  a  proportionable 
abatement  you  have  Permission  to  take  some  in  too  but  we  suppose  that  alone  wilL 
not  answer  their  views  &  that  they  will  Expect  what  they  have  been  Long  aiming  at 
namely  as  great  a  price  for  short  Cloth  as  if  it  was  full  Measure  by  this  Vessell  we 
have  Complied  with  Yr.  Indent .  for  Wares  &  Stores  Excepting  the  Article  of 
Stationary  Ware  wch.  we  think  much  too  Large  for  any  Occasion  you  can  have  on 
the  Compys.  Account  &  Our  Honble  Masters  told  us  Last  year  that  we  are  to  take 
Care  their  Servants  do  not  make  use  of  their  Paper  or  any  thing  Else  without  paying 
them  a  Moderate  proffit. 

The  Company  have  been  pleas'd  to  direct  Mr.  Sanderson  to  be  taken  in  as 
Youngest  of  Council  here  but  permitted  to  Eemain  at  Vizagapatam  if  he  shall  desire 
it.  They  have  also  if  Mr.  Harrison  should  desire  to  be  recall'd  hither  given  us 
Liberty  to  grant  his  Bequest  we  hope  by  this  time  or  soon  after  you  will  have  taken 
Effectual  Care  that  we  are  not  disappointed  of  your  Cloth  for  the  dispatch  of  our 
Sepr.  Ship. 

We  had  Consign'd  you  the  Gun  Powder  by  this  Vessell  but  the  Tandall  nor  the 
other  Freighters  would  not  run  the  Bisque  of  it  having  no  Deck.  If  the  Galley 
Comes  here  in  time  we  shall  send  it  by  her  designing  afterwards  she  shall  go  into 
Ingeram  Biver  to  bring  up  those  bales  in  December  and  we  shall  desire  the 
Gentlemen  in  Bengali  to  order  one  of  the  Europe  Ships  to  Call  for  y™.

We  wrote  you  the  21st.  past  that  we  hop'd  to  have  Eighteen  hundred  or  two 
thousand  Bales  ready  to  fill  up  the  ships  you  may  dispatch  to  us  on  Decr.  and  having 
taken  the  same  into  Consideration  again  we  do  not  find  that  we  have  any  Reason  to 
Expect  any  more  on  the  Contrary  as  we  beleived  the  Quantity  of  Tonnage  sent  out 
this  Year  would  be  very  heavy  upon  you  we  determin'd  to  write  to  you  the  Utmost 
that  we  Could  Possibly  hope  for  but  as  we  are  subject  to  so  many  disappointments 
here,  we  must  very  earnestly  press  you  to  send  us  up  the  full  Quantity  of  Salt 
Petre  we  indented  for  that  we  may  fill  up  the  Tonnage  with  that  in  Case  we  fall 
short  in  our  Number  of  Bales. 

Our  Orders  from  the  Company  oblige  us  to  keep  forty  thousand  Pounds  in 
Bullion  here  in  Return  for  the  Normantons  Cargo  if  she  should  Come  this  way  from 
China.  In  that  Case  great  part  of  her  China  Cargo  will  be  sent  to  you  as  the 
more  proper  Markett.  If  she  should  not  Come  as  we  shall  have  forty  thousand 
Pounds  ready  in  Bullion  it  may  be  sent  down  to  you  early  in  the  Year  if  from  the 
sale  of  your  Cash  you  should  be  in  any  great  want  of  it  in  which  Case  we  would 
streighten  ourselves  rather  yn.  subject  the  Company  to  the  high  Interest  of  Calcutta.

Let  it  be  a  standing  Rule  with  you  always  in 
future  to  send  up  together  with  your  Books  a  Report  of  your  annual  Charges  and 
Revenues  explaining  the  Reason  for  any  Encrease  or  decrease  in  the  same,  and  the 
like  method  must  be  observed  when  you  send  up  your  Monthly  AceoK  when  they 
Come  up  hither  our  accountant  Constantly  reports  wherein  your  Expences  have 
decreased,  or  increased  but  for  the  last  we  do  not  always  know  what  occasion  or 
necessity  there  was  for  it,  For  Example  in  the  Month  of  September  we  find  Pagodas 
183.  34.  38  expended  on  the  out  Guards  In  the  Paymasters  acco*.  we  only  find  an 
account  of  the  Materials  used  &  the  Workmanship  but  it  does  not  explain  what  the 
Work  was  &  your  Letters  have  been  silent  about  it  except  it  be  part  of  the  Work 
you  were  permitted  to  sett  ab*.  two  Years  ago  But  one  thing  we  find  fault  with 
woh.  is  placing  the  several  sums  disbursed  to  the  Particular  heads  of  the  Buildss.  woh. 
only  adds  to  their  first  Cost  and  being  only  for  repairs  ought  to  be  Charg'd  to 
Repairs  of  Fortifications.  We  observe  by  your  General  Book's  that  your  Revenues 
are  [decreased  to]  Pags.  1577.  30.  16  we  should  know  from  whence  it  proceeds  that 
we  [will]  be  able  to  give  the  Compy.  our  reasons  for  it,  in  our  next  Letters,  for  the 
future  you  must  send  us  up  Copys  of  yr.  Sea  &  Land  Customers  Book's. 

We  are  sorry  to  observe  by  your  Last  you  have  no  more  Bales  on  hand  and  vr. 
Merchants  should  be  threatned  with  the  Penalty  in  their  Contracts  if  they  do  not 
comply  with  them  a  little  [sooner]  than  they  seem  likely  to  do  at  present.  We 
know  the  situation  of  the  Country  about  you  must  subject  them  to  a  great  manv 
difficulties  but  they  ought  for  shame  to  exert  themselves  and  behave  better  than 
they  do.  Our  ships  will  now  very  soon  be  with  us  and  we  depended  so  much  upon 
the'Quantity  you  gave  us  hopes  of  that  if  they  fall  much  short  of  it,  one  of  the  ships 
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will  very  likely  go  home  for  so  far  dead  freighted  or  we  must  detain  her  to  he  a  late 
ship  since  you  know  the  Consequence  of  a  disappointment  we  will  not  doubt  your 
Endeavours  to  Prevent  it.
